Canvassing for Bonds.

Paris, February 14.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The immigration 
inspection service at Danzig, the 
largést European port of departture 
for American immigration, has com- 
pletely broken down, the United 
States public health service refus- 
ing to certify anyone now leaving 
there for America, Dr. Rupert Blue, 
assistant surgeon general, informed 
The Associated Press today. *° He 
has received messages from Dr. J. 
S. Linson, chief inspector of the 
United States public health service 
at Danzig, reporting that the Poles 
and officials of Danzig are én» 
in a controversy over the 
question of authority, which has 
resulted in extreme laxity of in- 
spection. 

The situation has been growing 
worse for two weeks, culminating 
today in the service of notice on 
the Poles and Danzigers that the in- 
spection must immediately be im- 
proved or drastic action will be 
recommended to the Washington 
authorities. 

The American authorities have 
been notiffed so that 
to American from Danzig can be 
subjected to rigorous examination. 
Dr. Linson reported that the con-

Rail Labor Board Rules It | 


Has Authority to Hear

Chicago, February 14.—Pleas that 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlan- 
tie wage controversy now before 
the United States railroad ‘labor 
board be declared without the 
board's jurisdiction and the present 
wage rates be continued, were over- 
ruled today by the board. The 
ruling marked the termination of a 
fight by the labor side to throw the 
case out of court on the contention 
that financial inability to pav the 
wages laid down by the board last 
July should come properly before 
the interstate commerce commission 
and not before the railway labor 
board. The poor financial status of 
the road had been given ag the rea- 
son for a wage reduction, to be ef- 
fective February 1, which was re- 
cently ordered rescinded by the 
board. 

The board’s ruling decided that 
each side in the controversy be per- 
mitted to present its evidence in its | 
own way. Any evidence considered | 
irrelevant would be stricken out 
later, whe chair said. Half a day’s 
time Was taken up in the argument 
of E P. Curtis, vice presidént of the 
Order of Railway Conductors, 
speaking for all eniployees of the 
road. The decision overruling his 
contentions, however, permitted 
railroad representatives to take the 
Stand this afternoon and Colone! 
B. L. Bugg, president of the A., B. & 
A., presented a mass of statistics in 
the road’s behalf. 

Curtia, Reviews Case. 

Mr. Card reviewing the case, 
told of the road's proposal on De- 
cember 29. 1920, to reduce wages 
by one-half of the amount of in- 
créases granted since December 31, 
1917. Accofding to Mr. Curtis, the 
reason adanced by the road for the 
cut was financial inability to pay 
operating expenses of which the em- 
ployees’ payroll constituted 71 per 
cent. The road was said to be op- 
erating at a deficit of $100,000 a 
month, due, it was explained, to the 
general slump in business and the 
poor financial and industrial s!tua- 
tion in the southeast. 

Notices for the wage reductions 
were posted to be effective Febru- 
ary 1, and the matter was brought 
before the labor board by the em- 
pigyees. The road was directed to 
rescind the order and the employees 
advanced the argument that the 
whole case be thrown out as beyond 
the jurisdiction of the labor board. 
Mr. Curtis cited the decision of the 
labor board in the general rules 


hearing last Thursday. when it was |

During the noon recess, the board 
promulgated its decision and when 
the afternoon session convened, Col- 
onel Bugz took the stand to pre- 
sent figures bearing on labor wage, 
the cost of living and unemploy- 
ment. He presented reports show- 
ing wages generally lower than 
railroad wages for similar work in 
the southeast. gave statistics on un- 
employment in that section and of- 
fered evidence to show that the cost 
of living was lower than when the 
board’s decision was rendered last 
July. 

Colonel Bugg testified that he 
had offered to confer with em- 
ployees at any time and that sev- 
eral conferences had been held, but 
with no solution of the matter. He 
declared that the. employees had 
been unwilling to make any compro- 


mise.

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In accepting re-election to the 
presidency of the Young Women’s 
Christian association for 1921 after 
more than three years of distin- 
guished :service in sher present of- 
fice, Mrs. Archibald Davis made the 
following statement following Mon- 
day’s all day session at the manual 
meeting of the Y. W. C. A. that was 
held at association headquarters in 
the Peachtree Arcade: 

“This year of 1921 is a critical 
year in the Y¥. W. Cc. A. It is a 
year when history will be made. It 
is critical because. the association 
may mean so much or so little to 
the young wonranhood of Atlanta. 

“On account of the stringency of 
the times, it is difficult to get an 
adequate income for this work; but 
on account of this same stringency 
the opportunities for service, es- 
pecially to the younger business and 
industria! girls is unparalleled.

To 
them comes the greater dangers in 
days of depression. They need what 
the association can give them as 
never before.

And expansion means 
money—money to carry on our pres- 
ent activities, money for needed 
equipment, and money for a more 
far-reaching policy. 

Camp at Highland. 

“Our summer camp at Highland, 
Ga., is a great attraction to tired 
city girls. It gave 1,500 of them 
a vacation last summer, many of 
whom would not have been able, 


|in any other way, to get away from 


Atlanta. Our only charge is enough 
to pay the actual running expenses, 
1.75 per person, from Saturday to 
Monday with five meals 

YY. W. C. A. Homes. 

“Then we are proud of the way 
we are caring for our girle in our 
two hoges in West Baker street. 
These Romes are absolutely inade- 
quate, but they house 130 girls, and 
in one home, where there are ninety 
girls, we give three meals a day 
at prices ranging, for room and 
poard, from $4.50 to $7 per week.

That is something 
else again. The fellow who has 
learned to play handball will think 
twice about passing 4 the usual 
hour of play. The volley ball en- 
thusiast of forty or so renews his 
somewhat more regu- 
larly than the exercise fiend.

Aid Foreign Trade.

New York, February 14.—Paul M. 
Warburg, formerly chairman of the 
federal reserve board at Washing- 
ton, has announced the organization 
of the International Acceptance 
bank, Inc., which will “devote itself 
primarily to financing America’s 
foreign commerce and world trade.” 

Revealing as its officers and mem- 
bers of its board of directors some 
of the leading financiers and busi- 
ness men of the country, the new 
institution embodies foreign bank- 
ing connections which would seem 
to assure a tremendous drive for 
international trade. 

At the same time it is learned that 
Warburg, a brother of Paul M. War- 
burg, has organized a similar insti- 
tution at Hamburg, Germany, which 
would imply future Americo-Ger- 
man. trade relations of large pro- 


portions, 
Plans of Bank. 


In the announcement of the new 
banking house last night it was ex- 
plained that there was no intention 
of competing with the §$100,v0U,000 
foreign trade finance corporation 
now in the process of organization. 
The latter, it was explained, con- 
templates the issue of debentures, 
while the International Acceptance 
bank primarily will do its business 
by the granting of acceptance cred- 
its and has no power to issue deben- 
tures. Nevertheless, the new bank 
is the first completed organization 
aiming at support of United States 
tirms in the markets of the world. 

The new bank will be incorporat- 
ed with a fully subscribed capital 
of $10,000,000 in common stock, $250,- 
v00 in special stock and a subserib- 
ed surplus of $5,000,000.

Refusal of Governor Low- 


den to Accept Cabinet 
Post to Open Way for 
Southern Appointment. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 

Washington, February 14.—Re- 
Publican leaders in Washington 
were. advised today that Governor 
Frank O. Lowden, of Illinois, may 
refuse to serve as secretary of the 
navy in the Harding cabinet, which 
berth has been unconditionally ten- 
dered him by the president-elect. 
If that is true, as regarded here 
among the new administration ad- 
visers, then the way is open, it is 
said, for the appointment of Na- 
tional Committeeman A. T. Hert, 
of Kentucky, thereby appeasing the 
demand that the south shall be rec- 
ognized in cabinet appointments. 

Mr. Hert was one of the most ac- 
tive men in advocacy of Governor 
Lowden’s nomination at Chicago last 
June, but he was also one of the 
little group of leaders who decided 
to swing the nomination to Mr. 
Harding when it was shown that 
the fight between Governor Lowden 
and General Leonard Wood had 
weached the stage of a deadlock, 
which could not be resolved in fa- 
vor of either. 


High Expectations. 


The announcement by his friends 
that Governor Lowden did not feel 
he was in a position to accept the 
tender of a cabinet portfolio has 
heartened the advocates of Hert into 
renewed activities. A few days ago 
the Hert followers virtually had 
given up hope. Now they not only 
have hopes, but rather high expec- 
tations. 

Mr. Hert has been speculated on 
as a cabinet possibility ever since 
the election of Mr. Harding. He 
took a very prominent part in the 
campaign, and while he was unable 
to deliver Kentucky into the re- 
publican column as to the presi- 
dehcy, he was able to point with 
pride to the election or a republican 
senator. 

Campaign Managers. 

Up to the time Governor Lowden 
declined the navy portfolio, Mr. Har- 
ding had about decided that it 
would be impossible to reward Mr. 
Hert with a cabinet position, despite 
the fact that he desired to do so 
very much indeed.

We 
further state that Duval High school 
teaches geometry, history and sev- 
eral foreign languages, and the best 
part of the whole thing is they 
have enough sense to know some- 
thing about financial affairs.

Unjust Treatment. 


Plans of Tex Rickard to erect a 
great outdoor boxing park in which 
to stage the Carpetier-Dempsey 
bout have been halted, and the fis- 
tic impressario is busying himself 
in conducting investigations. Tex 
has heard rumors that the New 
York boxing commission will refuse 
to sanction the championship tilt 
under any conditions, and lacking 
a definite stateme from this 
board, Rickard is spending consid- 
erable money in order to establish 
the real object of the commission. 

Such mysterious moves on the 
part of the Empire State’s boxing 
board are unjust to Rickard, who is 
certainly entitled to some definite 
statement concerning the action the 
commission will take finally on the 
matter. Rickard stands in a fair 
way to spend a hundred thousand 
dollars or more in building his sta- 
dium in New York, only to haye 
his plans knocked higher than a 
kite by some adverse ruling of 
the board of comtrol. 

It is generally conceded that the 
commission's limiting, of ring side 
seat prices was aimed directly at 
Rickard and the big fight. The 
sports followers of the nation, espe- 
cially the scribes, lauded the pugil- 
istic body for that legislation, de- 
claring that it was a move to pro- 
tect the fans of the United States 
from paying exorbitant prices to 
view their ring favorites in action.

Short- 
ly after that followed his announce- 
ment that work would be begun im- 
mediately on a great stadium that 
would hold 50,000 to 75,000 specta- 
tors, a crowd that would enable the 
fight to be staged at reasonable 
prices. 

That announcement was also com- 
mented upon, and Rickatd was 
praised for his indomitable spirit. 
It was thought that the fight was 
a certainty, but now other rumors 
are flying over the wires that the 
commission might rule against the 
bout after Rickard has spent a 
hundred thousand dollars of his 
fought-for bank roll. If the com- 
mission is going to bar that fight, 
let it be known right now, but 
Rickard Is entitled to know just 
how the commissioners feel, and 
that before is money has been 
spent.

Chicago, February 14.—Formal 
repudiations of alleged grand jury 
confessions of crooked baseball 
piaying were filed in the criminal 
court here today on behalf of Ciaude 
Williams and Joe Jackson, Chicago 
American league players, who were 
indicted on charges of conspiracy 
to throw the 1919 world’s series 

A petition filed on behalf of Wil- 
liams, Jackson and George (Buck) 
Weaver, a teammate, declares that 
none of the three ever made admis- 
sion charged against the first two 
and deny that they ever threw base- 
ball gumes or cOnspired to do so. 
Weaver did not appear before the 
grand _— and has from the first 
denied taking part in thé alleged 
conspiracy. 

The document asked that the state 
furnish the indicted men with a bill 
of particulars, and it brought out 
that the men are formally charged 
in the indictments with unlawfully 
obtainin $250 from Charles K. 
Nims. he petition recites that Mr. 
Nims is unknowy to the players. 

Nims, it is said. lost $250 by bet- 
ting on the Chicago team against 
the Cincinnati Nationals in the 1919 
world’s series. 

Attaches of the state’s attorney’s 
office opposed granting of the bill 
of particulars, arguing that one 
should be furnished “only where 
the indictment is inadequate to ap- 
prise the defendants of the nature 
of ‘the charge against ‘them.” The 
state attorneys maintained the base- 
ball indictments were d¢omplete 
enough to offer any information the 
defense needed, 

Judge Dever announced he would
